Astronomical time is based 
on the rotation of the earth, but 
our basic timekeeping is by 
atomic clock. Our planet is 
slowing down, at an irregular 
rate, and so periodically we 
must add an extra second to 
our year. 
The leap-second was inserted 
at the end of December 31. 
Thus the start of 1975 A D. was 
delayed by that one second.
